This policy updates and combines the WRC policy on developing water needs forecasts for public
water suppliers. dated February 2001, and the forecasting methodology approved by the WRC in
1991. The WRC technical staff at the Department of Conservation and Recreation work with
communities to develop forecasts of water supply needs which can be used in long-term water supply
planning and for submission to MassDEP under the Water Management Act. This draft document
provides the policy and methodology for developing those forecasts.
